Freedom of Information 
Bill Before Legislature

SACRAMENTO A bill de­ 
signed to remove the mystery 
sunounding the definition of 
public records and making 
them available to the press 
and public has been intro­ 
duced in the legislature by 
Assemblyman William T. Bag- 
ley (R-San Rafael).

Bagley, chairman of the As­ 
sembly Judiciary Committee, 
said the bill is the result of 
four months of concentrated 
study by the assembly advis­ 
ory committee on public rec­ 
ords.

Bagley described the pro­ 
posed act as "equivalent in 
importance to all the 
meeting laws, including the 
Ralph M. Brown Act."

"AS OUR SOCIETY becomes

increasingly complex, much 
of the people's business is 
carried on by administrators 
within public agencies," Bag- 
ley said. "No longer does at­ 
tendance at public meetings 
alone insure an informed 
body politic.

"Written in 1877, the cur­ 
rent laws granting the right 
to inspect and copy public 
records relate to the admissi- 
bility of evidence in judicial 
proceedings but do not define 
the public policy involved," 
he said.

"THE LEGISLATION ap- 
opening plies to every level of govern­ 

ment and removes the mys­ 
tery surrounding the defini­ 
tion of public records," Bag- 
ley said. "As fundamental

public policy, the bill states: 
'access to information con- 
esrning the conduct of the 
people's business is a funda­ 
mental and necessary right 
of every citizen on this state.'" 

The bill is written to be all 
inclusive but exempts certain 
kinds of records from disclo­ 
sures. They include records 
involved in litigation, in order 
to protect the work product 
of the public attorney; per­ 
sonnel and medical files 
which would invade the indi­ 
vidual's personal privacy; 
trade secrets which deprive a 
business of certain competi­ 
tive advantages; data relating 
to oil and mineral findings; 
and records specifically ex­ 
empted from the records act 
by other statutes.

A 13-year record for con-l 
struction activity was broken 
during March in Los Angeles 
County, Supervisor Burton W. 
Chace said today.

Areas in Chace's Fourth 
iupervisorial District played a 

major role in establishing a 
countywide March record of 
$55 million. The old high of 
$51.9 million was set in 1955.

The $55 million in building 
permits issued was for incor­ 
porated areas or cities served 
by the County Engineer's De­ 
partment.

Peninsula, posted more than 
$2 million in building activity 
The branch office is one of 
the leaders in permits issued 
for 1968.

"Public works played a role

n pushing the building fig. 
ures to a record high," Chace 
said.

He pointed out that permits 
were taken for a $1.9 million 
addition to the Long Beach 
County Court Building and a 
$1.5 million Malibu Adminis­ 
trative Center.

PERMITS issued for the un­ 
incorporated area around Lo- 
mita and on the Peninsula 
were valued at $2,141,762. 
There were 193 permits taken 
out.

Activity also was brisk in 
other areas in the Fourth Dis­ 
trict.

The new city of Carson re­ 
ported 176 permits issued for 
$1,371,126 in construction. Of 
this total, 79 are tract homes 
valued at $1.2 million.
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
